“I was work- 
ing on the same building with him, and 
after he had had the trouble with the union 
men and had discharged’ them there were 
threats in the air for several days. I cannot 
advance any other theory for his disappear- 
ance, because all of his affairs were in goo 
shape and he had everything to encourage 
him. His home life was all that could 
desired and his finances all right.”

He died later at a hospital. Frank Mabry, 

about 20 years of age, wounded and. trem- 
bling from fright, showed the right lapel of 
his heavy coat torn off. He said that when. 
he tried to crawl through the roof of the 
almost submerged car his mother clung to 
him, but he shook her off, her death grip car- 
rying away the tough cloth. Mabry ap- 
peared almost crazy and as though he did 
not realize what he had done. i 


Swim About Until Rescued. 
Those who escaped from one car swam 
about in the river until rescued. 
Engineer Reig appeared to be severely m- 
jured. The fireman, Alfred Cooper, a negro, 


‘said Engineer Reig was making his first 


run over the line, and that he apparently did 
not see the open draw until too close upon it. 
He then jumped, ordering the fireman to do 
‘the same. 

The fireman said that when he pulled Reig 
out of the water, and believed he was about 


to die, the engineer said his instructions were 


to recognize the semaphore, adding: That 
signal was White when it should have been 
red.

Suspicion settled down on the secend ses- 
sion of the national reciprocity conference 
yesterday afternoon. Two-thirds of the dele- 
gates were convinced that the other third 
proposed to wreck the purposes of the tariff 

revisionists. 

By force of majority the two-thirds worked 
out the salvation of their ideas in the closing 
session in the Illinois ‘theater, but it took an 
afternoon to do 

As a result the conference stands declared 
m favor of dual tariff as the “only prace 
tical method” of meeting present con 


tions. This idea will be carried out by ther 


American reciprocal tariff league, which was 
organized as the last work of the conference 
with a managing committee of fifteen to be 
appointed within a few days by Chairman 
8. B. Packard. ‘This organization is to carry 
tariff war into each congressional district— 
to convert the congressmen or defeat them 
if possibile. 


From the start the tariff revisionists have 


believed they were surrounded by enemies 
and have been convinced that caution was 
needed to, prevent their plans 
into an ambuscade. 


Minority Is Loud in Dissent. 
When the report of .the resolutions com- 


mittee was presented and when the minority | 


of thé delegates endeavored to change them 
the promoters of the dual tariff movement 
were positive that the enemy had showed 
his hand. 

Edward Rosewater, the Omaha editor, and 
Gov, Cummins of Iowa were speakers before 
the discussion over the 
brought up, and both indicated that they 
were not in harmony with the ideas of the 
promoters.

When the first proposition was taken up 
Gov. Cummins, carrying out his idea that

Cummins’ Suggestion 
The promoters accepted his ideas without 
raising any, serious obstacles to them, and 
the section was amended to read:

In that shape the platform did not cut loose 
from reciprocity treaties as the best method, 
but took up with dual tariff because of its 
expediency.

‘JOSEPH THOMPSON, WNE’ER-DO- 


WELL, COMMITS SUICIDE. 


Pittsburger Leaves Letter Attacking 


Himmte Come to Want—Family De- 
elares He Has Had Help and Calls 
Him Drunkard and Undeserving— 
Mad Two Sons Who Were Ready to 
Farnish Any Necessary Aid. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Aug. 17.—[Special.}— 


‘Unmasking the douBle identity he had main- 


tained for twenty-five years, Joseph A. 
Thompson committed suicide today. He left 
two letters, one of which related to what 
he termed his double lite.“ and the other 
detailed his relationship with his brother, 
William R. Thompeon of Sparkhill, N. V.. 
who is rated as being worth 7.000, 000, and 
who married Mary Thaw, the eldest daugh- 
ter of the Pittsburg millionaire. 

In his farewell letter the suicide said his 
brother had given $50,000 to a library, but 
had not aided him, although he and his fami- 
ly had been near starvation for several 
months. 

During the last twenty-five years he had 
adopted the name of Thomas. so that even 
his grown up children did not know until 
today his real name and their wealthy rela- 
tives. His wife knew of his change of name. 
‘and Thompson claims his brother also was. 
aware of his reasons for adopting a new 
name. 

Thompson was found dead on a bench in 
the park near the Belmont mansion. Beside 
him were two letters and a notice that he 
must vacate the house at 1908 South Hicks

Was Brother-in-Law of Mary Thaw. 

One of Thompson's letters is as follows: 

1 Joseph Alexander Thompson of Pitts- 
burg. Pa., am a son of Andrew $Thuriey 
Thompson, who for years was agent of the 
Young Men's Bible Society of Alleghefiy 
county. My brother, William R. Thompson 
of Sparkill, N. Y., knows my circumstances 
but will not help me nor my family. He 
married Mary Thaw, a daughter of William 
Thaw, who died in Paris and who was sec- 
ond vice president of the Pennsylvania rail- 
road and also was the father of Alice Thaw, 
who married the earl of Yarmouth, and 
Harry Thaw, who married Evelyn Nesbit, 
the artist's model. I am connected with Har- 
riet Thaw, who lives on a cross street be- 
tween Ninth and, Tenth, and who is allowed 
„to live in squalor with rats as her compan~ 
ions.

Illinois Bars Put Up. 

Cairo, III., Aug. 17.—Dr. J. A. Egan, sec- 
retary of the Illinois state board of health, 
tonight issued a new order to all railroads 
and steamboats and all other transporta- 
tion agencies, quarantining the city of 
Cairo and southern Illinois against Louisi- 

ana and Mississippi and all fever infected re- 
gions in other states. 

The order forbids the railroads from land- 
ing any passengers from the foregoing named 
regions in Illinois south of the line of the 
Baltimore and Ohio railroad running from 
East St. Louis, III., to Vincennes, Ind., until 
ten days after such passengers have left the 
infected places, and then only when provided 
with official certificates of health. 

In addition, the city of Cairo is declared to 
be quarantined against the world, and no 
person shall be allowed to ‘come into this 

‘city from any direction unless provided with 
a health certificate properly signed by na- 
tional, state, county, or municipal health 
officers.

Canal Work Is Not Impeded by 15 


MR. SHONTS. 


Lack of Funds, as Panama 
Report Affirms. 


QUARTERS FOR MEN FIRST 


Chairm an Declares Preliminary 7 
Labor Necessary Before the 
Aectual Digging, 


New York, Aug. 17.—{Special.}—" It is not 
true that there has be any shortage or 
that plans for pushing canal work were 
curtailed for lack of money recently,” was 
the statement today of Theodore P. Shonts, 
chairman of the Panama commission. 

The statement was made in reply to a dis- 
patch from Panama to the.effect that sus- 


pension of work on the canal was due to the 


exhaustion of the appropriation. 
Mr. Shonts continued: The question of 


funds has not interfered with our plans at | 


Panama in any way. When last the com- 
mission met to project work on the canal 
there was still a surplus of about $1,300,000 
which would have been left over Jan. 1 out 
of the funds then available. Since that 
time this surplus has been expended in the 
purchase and equipment of two steamships. 


May Draw Against Appropriation. 

“No financial difficulties that I know of 
have since arisen. There is, moreover, 
scarcely a possibility that the work could be 
impeded for lack of funds because the com- 
mission has the right at all times to contract 
against the appropriation of congress. 

The order issued by the commission dur- 
ing its recent visit to Panama to cease ex- 
cavation on the canal was due to the fact that 
before the men could dig with steam shovels 


they must have railroads laid to carry away 


the dirt. It was further issued because the 
employés had to have a place to live in be- 
fore they could be expected to work, and 
because a good commissary was imperative. 

Finally there was a lack of sufficient 
terminals, both for the railroads and for the 


ocean shipping, 5,000 tons of which lay piled 


up with no means of handling it. 


Work Should Have Been Done Before. 


This is all preliminary work, which ought 
to have been done at the outset of operations 
on the canal, but which was not done. It 
is not a fact that this preparatory work will 
occupy a year before the actual construction 
of the canal can be resumed. I cannot pre- 
dict the exact length of time in which the 
preliminaries will be finished, but it will 
probably be about three to four months. 

“All these different lines of preliminary 
work are being carried on simultaneously, 
and not one at a time,“ 

The commission at Washington today is- 
sued the following on the appropriation for 
the canal work: 

“It was officially stated at the isthmian 
canal commission today that of the appro- 
priation by congress of $10,000,000 for the 
construction of the canal there was on April 
1 an available balance to the credit of this 
appropriation of $7,426,568. | 


Average Expense $650,000 a Month. | 

During the month of April the expendi- 
tures’ from this appropriation aggregated 
$475,000, during May $503,000, during June 
$659,000, during July $770,000 for wages, sal- 
aries, materials, supplies, and equipment, 
During July there was an unusual ex- 
penditure for the purchase of two ships at 
$650,000 each, not included in the July ex- 
penditures above. | 

During August, up to and including the 
15th, $250,000 had been expended. This left 
to the balance of the appropriation on Aug. 
15, $2,816,713, in addition to which each of the 
two disbursing officers had in hand $500,000 


on that date. 


The average expenditure per month, leav- 
ing out of consideration the purchase of these 
two ships, was about $650,000, and at that 
rate the $2,816,713 will last until early in Jan- 
vary, which is according to the schedule 
fixed by Mr. Shonts on April 1.“
